In the case of Susan Beharriell, her 

her own: service to their country, in avi- 

Beharnell, a retired Lieut.-Col. with 
a distinguished career in the armed 
forces, described the depth and nature 
of the connection, at the November 
Remembrance Day meeting of the 
Tecumseth & West Gwillimbury Histor¬ 
ical Society. 

She joined the Canadian Air Force 
in 1973, and steadily rose through the 
ranks, breaking many gender and insti¬ 
tutional barriers along the way. She 
served in security and intelligence in 
several countries, and her list of med¬ 
als and awards is impressive, including 
the Meritorious Service Medal- U.S., the 
Order of Military Merit, and a Queen’s 
Jubilee medal. 

Beharriell was a “first'’ in many ways 


- as was her grandfather. He was among 
the first recruits in 1889, in the Royal 
Flying Corps, responding to a poster 
encouraging “clean, clear-headed" 
adventurous young Canadians to earn 
their pilot’s wings. 

From old photos and family scrap¬ 
books, Beharriell painted a picture of 
training flights in fragile aircraft known 
as “Jennys” weeks of drill in barracks 
around southern Ontario, instruction 
in map-reading and engine repair, and 
all too many plane crashes. 

Through it all, the old photos show a 
jaunty young recruit seemingly unfazed 
by his pioneering activities - a template 
for his granddaughter, many years later.

This will be our 17th year, and 
we are hopingto add some new 
spedes to our grand total of 91 
spedes we have recorded over 
these past 16 years. 

Of course, we will expect to 
record more common spe¬ 
cies, such as chickadees and 
Blue Jays, but every year we 
seem to see strays from fur¬ 
ther north or birds that have 
lingered behind. 


Having the Holland Marsh 

allows us to record magnifi¬ 
cent Snowy Owls nearly every 
year, and we hope for win¬ 
ter finches, such as redpolls 
and crossbills, to brighten the 
snowy landscape. One year 
we saw a Rose-breasted Gros¬ 
beak, the only one recorded 
in all of Canada that year - a 
bird we usually see only in the 
warmer months since it typi¬ 
cally winters in Central Amer¬ 
ica. We never know what 
might turn up! 

ally warm temperatures and 
open water, we expect to see 


more types of waterfowl and, 
as usual, we will be checking 
out local bird feeders for unu¬ 
sual birds that may visit. We 
have faithful teams of “feeder 
watchers” who check their 
backyard feeders each year 
and let us know what they*ve 
seen on Count day. So, if you 
feed the birds, we'd appreciate 
you topping up your feeders 
so we can include the avian 
friends that drop in. 

Christmas Bird Counts have 
been held throughout North 
America and parts of Central 
and South America every year 
since 1901. The statistics from 
these counts have been the 


basis for bird population stud- 

Bird Studies Canada, monitor¬ 
ing the health of our birds and 
their ability to adapt to climate 
and habitat change. Of course, 
the Bird Counts also provide 
opportunities to get out into 
the Great Outdoors and share 
“birding” moments with like- 
minded enthusiasts!

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The year in review...

January 

The Festive Season R.I.D.E. 
Program wrapped up with South 
Simcoe Police stopping 1000 
fewer vehicles - 6,517 -but laying 
60% more Impaired/Over .080 
charges than die previous year. 
Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson called 
the statistics “disappointing," 
as motorists ignored the “don’t 
drink and drive” message. 

The newly-elected Bradford 
West Gwdltmbury councd, under 
Mayor Rob Keffer, delivered its 
first positive outcome - suc¬ 
cessfully lobbying the County of 

native to the planned closure 
of Rotodale Nursery School 
in Bradford. “I got a bit of a 
frosty response” initially, said 
Mayor Keffer; eventually the 
county agreed to transfer the 
program to Bradford Progress 
Child Care Centre. 

Team Glenn Howard was in 


Bradford, playing in the OCA 
Men's Challenge Round at the 
Bradford CurlingClub, Jan. 16-18. 
It was an exciting opportunity for 
ferns of curling although Howard 
did not advance; he was sent 
to the B side by rink Brent Ross. 
Securing berths at the Tankard 
were the teams of Rob Rumfelt 
and Wayne Middaugh. 

On Jan. 18, Newton Robinson 
United Church held a “Farewell 
Service” - and closed its doors 
for good, writing the “final chap¬ 
ter in this church’s congregation," 
said Rev. Diane Knowles. She 
noted that "every month another 
United Church closes its doors in 
Canada” Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury had already seen the closure 
of Dunkerron United Church - 
and of St Paul’s (Coulson’s Hill) 
Anglican Church. 

On Jan. 20, BWG council 
voted to designate 108 Moore 
St. as a Heritage Home. Threat¬ 
ened by developers who wanted 
toreplace the century home with 
townhouses, 108 Moore was the 


former home of Norm Collings, 
who played pro hockey 1926- 
1938, including one game with 
the Montreal Canadiens. The 
developers have appealed the 
decision. 

February 

On Feb. 3, Bradford West 
Gwnumbury Council echoed 
Innisfil council - rejecting the 
South Simcoe Police Service 2015 
operating budget. The budget 
had increased by over $500,000, 

introduced in 2014; 2015 was 
described as a “transitional” year; 
requiring more investment in 
policing. Some of the increase 
was attributed to the need to hire 
new officers, planning ahead for 
the future retirement of up to 40% 
of the force by2020; some attrib¬ 
uted to the required replacement 
of obsolete Information Technol¬ 
ogy. The existing computer sys¬ 
tem is not compatible with other 
Police Services; the new NICHE 
system would allow complete 


connectivity for officers, enhanc¬ 
ing “investigative ability,” Coun¬ 
cil was told. The Police Services 
Board reviewed the budget and 
the requests - and on March 
16, presented revisions that cut 
the operating budget by nearly 
$190,000, and the capital budget 
by $24,000. The revised budget 
was approved 

The County of Simcoe offered 
a cash settlement for the West 
Gwillimbury landfill site. Trans¬ 
ferred to the county in 1991 by 
the province, it took an OMB 
appealtoforce the county to pay 
for the site, a settlement initially 
evaluated at about $5.95 mil¬ 
lion. Rather than cash, the Town 
was offered a 20% credit on tip¬ 
ping fees. So far the county has 
repaid $1.98 million, leaving an 
outstanding balance of nearly $4 
million as of December31,2014. 
The County offered a cash set¬ 
tlement of $1,965 million- “sort 
of 50 cents on the dollar," noted 
Mayor Rob Keffer. The Town 
rejected the offer 


Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury signed an agreement with 
the Province of Ontario for the 
design, construction and fund¬ 
ing of the 5th Line Interchange 
at Hwy. 400, but was less than 
thrilled when the province lim¬ 
ited its financial contribution 
towards the $54 million project 
to $8.5 million. Thatleftits “part¬ 
ners’; the county and the town, 
to split the remaining $37 mil¬ 
lion. Fortunately, the Early Pay¬ 
ment Agreement #3 with Brad¬ 
ford's Residential Development 
group will cover the Town's costs, 
including “benefit to existing” 
residents, up to a maximum of 
$19 million - but nor cost over¬ 
runs. “Basically, it’s the town 
that’s going to be on the hook. 
Its unfortunate; said Mayor Rob 
Keffer 

March 

A new BWG Diversity Action 
Group, established to recognize 
the community's cultural diver¬ 
sity, held its first initiative on 


March 14 at the Bradford Pub¬ 
lic Library, coinciding with the 
International Day for the Elim¬ 
ination of Racial Discrimina- 

FC Porto Dragon Force 
came to Bradford, March 14, to 
launch a new partnership with 
DFC Academy, bringing the 
Portuguese method of soccer 
training to Bradford. FC Porto 
Ambassador Fernando Gomes, 
GM of Dragon Force Ricardo 
Frey Ramos and coaches Anto¬ 
nio Gouveia and Jose Violante 
were welcomed to Town by the 
Mayor and Council. 

And the Sunshine List - the
